On February 27, 1964, 1.3* T-l, whose reliability/ 
is un.tncr/n, aovised that oa February 13, 196*5, whiTe at the 
Winnipeg Intemation;.. Airport, Winnipeg, Manitoba Canada 
tl convert ation beWn t$o°ir.dividua?i SfacwA 

to bin, which conversation seened to him to pertain to OSWALD. 
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IIP T-l advisod that on the above date ho had 

I 1 ? 1 * the b «f ? ituatod in th0 Winnipes International 
Ail port and sat near a table at which two persons wore already 
seated. These individuals were conversing ir. normal tones and 
consequently he paid little attention to then until he 
heard the name of OSWALD mentioned. xa> T-l stated that 
one of the individuals, herein referred to as Nunbor Ono. 
stated several tines, "How much did OSWALD know. How much did 
she know. It was MP T-l's impression that the two individuals 
speculating as to whether there are people other than 
OSWALD who knew. IIP T-l explained that the background music 
bar ^ the normal activity within the place made it 
difficult for him to hear the entire conversation between these 
i.v,o individuals but that he did manage to Overhear parts of the 
ensuing conversation. 

MP T-l stated that after the query was made as 
to how much OSWALD knew Number One made the statement, "We 
have a film that I have seen where ISAACS is seen near 
KENNEDY after the landing." Number Two then remarked 
something to the effect about ISAAC3, eudittg in a query. 

**Why should a person with such a good 2 «u<.rd as ISAACS* 
become mixed up with a psycho." The impression received by 
MP T-l was that the tT/o unknown subjects were still referring 
to ISAACS. Number One then made tho statement that I»*-?FMAN 
or HAUCHTMAN (phonetic) is or was searching for ISAACS -nd 
there was mention of a car, a 195C Dodge, which should be 
looked after when ISAACS is found. It appeared to MP T-l 
that the gist of this conversation appeared to be that the 
car was to be disposed of and if ISAACS was feund he apparently 
could clear the matter up. Number One then ..ted that even 
. if ISAACS (?) is found guilty the Bureau wil. .oz stop their 
investigation. At this juncture Number Two ation. !p merchandise 
or papers coming in from Nevada. t Number One Eooliec something 
to the effect that Mercury would be closed as iv has; been too 
risky in the past months. MP T-l explained thav. fro* the 
conversation he could not determine whether Mercury referred 
to a town of Mercury, Nevada, a business, or possibly an 
automobile, but that ho did receive tho impression that when 
they mentioned closing they wore referring* to closing a house 
or shop. 
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^ T— 1 advised that there h*.d been a reference 
between the two unknown subjects about the fact that there 
had been no regular sales meeting since N<a>ve3ifcer , and he 
received the impression from listening to the conversation 
that ix everything went- well there would be a sales meeting 
at the Town House at Kellogg and Broadway in Kansas City.

WP T-l also stated that he had the impression * 

that the reservation for this sales meeting was to be in 
the name of a textile firm, HP t- 1 advised that the last 
portion of the conversation that he overheard was a 
statement by unknown subject Number One and was something 
to the effect that his niece had left for California and° 
that there is more money at ny or our disposal than at any 
other tine. 



ISP T-l explained that the conversation between 
the unknown subjects lasted about a half an hour and that he 
definitely formed the opinion by listening to their 
conversation that ISAACS was linked or was to be linked 
with the assassination of the President and the two unknown 
subjects were wondering why he should get mixed up with 
a psycho like OSWALD. 



MP T-l explained during the above conversation 
that since unknown subject Number One was sitting with his 
back to him he did not see his face but that he would be 
likely to recognize unknown subject Number Two since this 
individual was facing him. UP T-l again emphasised that 
only portions of the conversation was overheard by him and 
that the notes that ho had taken of the conversation were 
destroyed by him after leaving the airport and, therefore, 
ho was unable to quote exactly the terminology used by the 
two unknown subjects, but that ho did recall that unknown 
subject Number One was referred to as Hr. ROLL4KIUX (phonetic).

_ m «-<»^ 4 T T 1 J Stat f d . that he was i^iormod that there was 
a RCMP official downstairs and as he turned to proceed 
downstairs he noticed Number Three across the lobby v/atchin" 
him. HP i- 1 stated that at this time he made his way to a 
banx Ox phones located in a hall near the magazine stand and 
made a call to the RCMP Headquarters. 

When the connection was made he agaia noticed 
Number Three standing near the entrance to the l\ll from 
, t m e m m ? in J 1 ? bb ? whereupon hs abruptly terminated the connection, 
i? T_ } advised that after a short tine ho ventured back to 
the vicinity of the magazine stand and did not notice the 
presence of Number Three and took this opportunity to leave 
the terminal building. 

MP t- 1 stated that while driving home fiom the 
airport he destroyed his notes because by this time he 
was quite frightened by the incident. MP T-l stated that 
on his way towards home he saw a friend waiting for a bus 
and gave him a lift to town.

in Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada, advised that he has known 
MP T-l for approximately two and a half years and that M? 'Jwl 
had diseased to him the incident that occurred at the 
Winnipeg International Airport. UP T-2 stated that alter 
being informed by MP T-l what occurred he checked with the 
RCUP Headquarters and ascertained that MP T-l had telepfconically 
contacted then on the afternoon of February 13. 1964. UP T-2 
considers UP T-l as a reliable individual. 

On February 28, 1964, KENNETH MC PEEKS ON, Central 
Registry, Winnipeg Police Department, advised that his records 
show that UP T-l was arrested by the RCKP for break, enter 
and theft in 1951 and in 1954 for aoBault for which he was 
sentenced to $40.00 in cost or 30 days. KC F3ERS0N stated 
his -records also indicated that UP T-l in 1949 was charged 
with theft and that this charge was stayed. KC FHEHSON^ 
explained the associate of UP T-l at the tine of the break-in 
and theft in 1951 is presently serving a twenty year sentence 
for manslaughter in a penitentiary la Vancouver, Britloh 
Columbia.
